two important organizations this month, and it 
must be admitted that credit for much of the 
discussion pertaining to China and Japan that 
has taken place in America in the last few 
months is due to the Americans in China who 
have not hestitated to condemn this wrong from 


the very start. The British have been doing ~ 


the same thing, but they have made the mistake 
of not advertising their action as the Americans 
have done. Publicity is the one thing that 
will save the Far Eastern situation. The Am- 
ericans and the British and the liberal 
Chinese who have been fighting for demo- 
cracy and justice in China are bound to win out 
on this question, for they have right on their 
side. All of the forces of both Japanese and 
Chinese reaction cannot affect the final out- 
come, for the simple reason that they are fight- 
ing for a mediaeval system of secrecy and reac- 
tion and autocracy that the modern world has 
repudiated. The thing that killed German 
militarism was an enlightened world public 
opinion, and if Japan insists upon following the 
old doctrine her fate is certain, whether it comes 
in one year or in ten.

and has taken action to secure cooperation of 


the Government. Plans are being made to 
establish an office in Shanghai for making the 
necessary preparations in connection with the 
carrying out of the scheme. In his memorial 
to the Government requesting assistance Mr. 
Yu states: “Our plan is to facilitate com- 
munications and promote trade. The company 
is supported by the Shanghai merchants, In 


view of the strong rivalry for China’s trade fol- 


lowing the close of the Great War, the Govern- 
ment, in our opinion, should render every 
assistance to make our schemea success. We 
propose that this shipping company be a joint 
undertaking and that half of the shares be 
subscribed by the Government. The total 
capitalization of the company shal] be $10,000,- 
ooo. The Government’s shares shall be the 
twelve German and Austrian vessels confiscated 
during the war, and any deficit shall be made up 
incash. As to the other shares, the merchants 


shall assume the whole responsibility for their 


subscription. The Government shall however 
guarantee the merchants’ shares at an annual 
interest of six per cent.” The cabinet is now 
considering the matter and hope is expressed 
that it will consider it favorably in view of the 
need of Chinese ships to assist in the Chinese

Yu, promoter of the company, is an experienced 
merchant. He is a native of Ningpo, which is 
known for its good business men.

-Hankow once every. two weeks. Both ships

If the Govern- 
ment accepts his proposal and goes into business

providiog of course the government does not 
ankrupt the company as it has done with so 
many promising Chinese industries. 


AN article published in the North China Daily 
- News a few weeks ago, based on informa- 
tion and figures supplied by a well known 
Shanghai engineer, in which the suggestion was 
made for harnessing the waterpower of the 
Upper Yangtse to drive industrial plants and 
supply light, has aroused an unusual amount of 
inerest among both foreigners and Chinese. 
The scheme as suggested is a tempting one, 
providing as it will the utilization of an enor- 
mous amount of energy which is now running — 
to waste or worse is the cause of annual disas- 
trous floods. The Chinese river conservancy 
authorities hold the view that such a scheme, 
though feasable should not be given priority 
over the present plans for flood control and 
conservancy now on foot. Floods are occuring 
all over the country, which are bringing 
disaster, death and ruin to multitudes of peo- 
ple. The conservancy authorities are devising 
means to cope with them on the one hand 
and on the other hand to make use of 
flood refugees for the betterment of the 


- means of communications which will result in 


prosperity to farmer, laborer, and merchant. 
The interesting suggestion has however been 
responsible for much discussion in the press of 
China and has brought up the question as to 
whether the time has not come for a broad 
survey of the whole Yangtse problem including 
a consideration of navigation, irrigation, bridg- 
ing, or tunneling and finally of the industrial 
utilization of water-power. Several articles on 
this question have appeared in the Chinese press 
advancing arguments in favor of or against a 
careful study of the whole problem. In this 
connection, the following from the Peking Daily 
News, a Chinese paper published in English, 
expressing the views of a growing section of the 
Chinese who would like to see the preliminary

be Sg experience of the West demonstrates 

beyond question that local schemes 
carried out independently are usually extremely 
wasteful, and productive of inter-local irritation 
and Jocal dissatisfaction. 
experience in China itself so far as flood preven- 
tion goes. Time and again the flood prevention 
measures taken by one province have spelled 
disaster to some other province, and in the case 
of the Yangtze there are so many points at 
which development on lines that would be not 
only a benefit to the immediate locality but to 
the two hundred million inhabitants of the 
valley asa whole are possible that it would be 
a crime to allow independent and uncoordinated 
efforts to be undertaken tothe manifest dis- 
advantage of other areas. There is for example 
the problem of electrification of the Chengtu 
plain, a scheme for which General Hsiung 
Ke-wu was some time ago considering with 
Japanese financiers on terms highly advant- 


ageous to the financiers. Then there is the 


problem of making navigable the portion of the 
river afflicted with rapids, a problem that requires 
careful engineering consideration, but is by no 
means, in these modern days, impossible. Lower 
down the river there are at least two problems 
of bridging or tunnelling to be undertaken. 
Already this problem has had preliminary con- 
sideration in the contract for the re- building and 
development of Hankow, where it is incon- 
ceivable that the Wuhan cities will be forever 
content to be separated as they are at present. 
The same problem has presented itself at 
Pukow-Nanking, where the present ferry can 
only be a temporary expedient. Then there 
are at the different ports the problems of 
harbor facilities. There is also the problem 
of maintaining throughout the thousand miles 
of the river at present navigable a dpe channel, 
at all states of the tide, for ships of ocean-going 
draft. And there is finally the problem of 
preventing the flooding of the mid-Yangtze 


areas, a problem comparatively simple to modern 


engineering. Any one of these problems could 


be dealt with separately, but to ensure economy 
and the fullest efficiency the whole river should 
be taken in hand by a single authority, vested 
with plenary powers and supported by adequate 
funds. Obviously this is a national problem to 
be solved only on a national scale by a central 
authority, and it is for the government to take 
the first steps in the matter, which would proba- 


bly consist of the appointment of a Yangtze

Chamber of Commerce of China on August 
7, upon the recommendation of United States 
Senator Borah, was printed in the Congressional 
Record, Washington, D. C. on September 4: 

It is very gratifying indeed to the 
American business man in China to learn 
that China and the great problems involved 
in America’s relations with the Pacific are 
now receiving such close attention on the 
part of the Government, press, and people 
of the United States. 

Potentially the United States now 
stands in the best position to take a pre- 
dominating position in the foreign trade of 

China, providing the great problems that 
have handicapped us in the past are now 
settled in accordance with the best interests’ 
of China and America and of the entire 
world. 

You are, of course, aware of the decision 
of the Paris Peace Conference in awarding to 
Japan the former German port of Tsingtao 
and all former German interests in the 
Chinese Province of Shantung. The an- 
nouncement of this decision has precipitated 
a turmoil in China that is quite likely to 
develop serious consequence. The Chinese 
have launched a boycott against all Japanese

_ goods sold in China, and the Jatest available 
figures indicate that Japan’s great trade in 
China of more than $400,000,000 in 19 8 has 
been reduced at least 50 per cent in the 
short space of three months. Shantung 
Province, besides being one of the most 
important seacoast states of China, is the 
birthplace of Confucius, the Chinese saint, 
and for this reason is more or less “ holy 
ground ” to the Chinese people. | 

It is difficult for the American people 
to realize the feeling that this decision has 


provoked in the minds of the Chinese 


people. It has had about the same effect 
that the giving of the State of California or 
of New York State to a foreign power would 
provoke among the people of the United 
States. Germany’s control in Shantung 
Province, while irksome, had nothing of 
‘the present effect, because Germany was on 
the other side of the world and the weight 
_ of the iron hand in China was light. 

Japan is an Asiatic power,.and with 
her control established in Shantung Province 
on the China mainland, the Chinese people 
see the fate of Korea, Formosa, and Man- 
churia before them. When Japan first in- 
tervened in Korea she announced that it 
was for the purpose of establishing the 
independence of the country. Now, after 20 
years, the Korean people are engaged in a 
life-and-death struggle to gain their liberty 
from Japan. | 

China changed from an_ absolute 
monarchial form of government to that of a 
republic about seven years ago. The 
country is going through much the same 
difficulties in organizing a new government 
that America experienced and that all 
countries have experienced in past history.

We have no special brief to offer for China 
in this connection for the country has been 
hopelessly exploited by its own “tuchuns ” 
or officials of the older class. The develop- 
ment of a stable government has been 
delayed and handicapped because of the 


incessant meddling of the Japanese who 


lend money to both sides and whose 
intrigues have served to keep the country 
in an eternal mess since the revolution. _ 
Our main reason for bringing these 
matters to your attention is to show you 
and the members of your organization that 
America has a very deep and vital interest 
in the development of China. About 20 


years ago Japan, from the standpoint of 


foreign trade and internal development, is 
approximately in the same condition that 
China is to-day. From the standpoint of 
rapid development, Japan great 
advantages over China, since she possessed 
a strong central government and a strong 
feeling of nationalism. Commissioners 
which Japan sent abroad to study conditions 
in other countries, fixed upon the German _ 
system as a model, and the general plan of | 
governmental, educational, police, and 
military reorganizations finally decided upon 
was the German system and was directly 
The adoption of the efficient German | 
system in Japan had its advantages in the 
past, but now in the light of a new under- 
standing it has its distinct disadvantages. 
Japan is now dominated by a militarism that - 
is potentially just as dangerous as was the 
German militarism that America helped to 
crush. Japan is now working to fix her con- 


trol on the Asiatic mainland. The Korean 


peninsula furnished the first stepping stone 
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and then followed Manchuria. Shantung 
Province and Fukien Province of China are 
now to follow unless something is done by 
America to prevent it. With China's 
unlimited resources of minerals, foodstuffs, 
and mar power under the control of the 
Japanese militarists, the next war is bound 
to be in the Pacific and America is certain 
to be drawn intoit. With the great distance 
involved and with the almost certain racial 
element involved, it doesn’t require much 
imagination to foresee the future. 


There is a small liberal democratic 
element in Japan that has potentialities for 
the future if America will but take a decided 
stand for right and justice at the present 
time. With a decided stand on the part of 
the American Government the forces of 
democracy in both Japan and China will be 
strengthened and the people themselves 
will solve the problem. : 


In the archives of the State Depart- 
ment at Washington is to be found a complete 
record of Japanese underhand intrigue in 
China since the beginning of the war. In 
the correspondence of the American legation 
at Peking and the American consulate at 
Tsingtao is all the information that America 
_ needs for “proof” as to Japan’s real pur- 

poses in China. Itis to the future vital 
interests of the American people that these 
matters might be made public. 


America has always stood for the open 


door in Asia. America’s millions have | 


been dumped into China for years for the 
education of the thousands of Chinese 
young men and women. All these efforts 
will be wasted unless America takes a very 
definite stand for justice in the Pacific. 
China, with her great territory in excess of 
that of the United States, may become 
America’s greatest market in a space of ten 
years. Or it may be completely closed to 
us if we fail to pursue the sight policy. 


As representative American merchants 
actually in the field, we appeal to you to 
bring this vital matter to the immediate 
attention of your congressional represent-

_ The students’ plan to distribute bread to 
the poor on the national holiday was not known 
to the metropolitan police until three days 
before it was to-be carried out. As soon as the 


police learned of it, they issued circulars warning | 


all bakeries in the Capital against making bread 
for the students with the exception of three 
shops which they overlooked. From these 
three bakeries, the students ordered 170,000 
loaves. It wasa surprise to the police forces 
when they discovered that 170,000 Joaves, were 
being transported to the students’ headquarters 
on the evening tefore the holiday. On the bread 
so seized was printed such words as “ Long live 
the Republic!” ‘Thanks to coolies!”’ 
Destroy militarism!’ ‘ Universal suffrage !”’ 
Freedom for women,” “ Sacrifice,’ “ Liberty,” 
“ Equality,” “ Long live Democracy.” 

hese slogans caused considerable conster- 
nation among the police.

the matter. A delegate was sent to the students’ 
headquarters who requested that the plan for 
the distribution of bread be abandoned and that 
at least a number of the most objectional slogans 
on the bread which might incite disorder be 
removed. ‘You must not give away bread in 
this manner,” concluded the representative, 
“For in France bread was once distributed on 
the first day. There was a revolution on the 
second day.” In,the meantime they had a 
hundred thousand circulars printed which 
contained five sentences as follows: 

“ Bread is a fine thing 

Two sections of police covet it 

Thus they retain 70,000 loaves © 

What a pity the poor can’t enjoy them ! 

Because officers and people are not on 
equality.” | | 

Before the issue of the circular, the police 
decided to adopt a non-interference attitude, and 
returned the bread. On the morning of the 


National Holiday, more than five hundred 


schoo] boys divided into forty sections were seen 
in all the principal streets distributing “ Man 
An attempt was made to persuade the 
poor not to eat it, and they were told that it 
contained cholera germs, but the students 
demonstrated the untruthfulness of the statement 
by eating some themselves. ees 
Together with the distribution of bread, 
leaflets to enlighten the people and awaken them 
to the necessity of using their own efforts to 
secure for the country a democratic administra- 
tion were circulated. One of them stated: 
** On this occasion please reflect upon the events 
eight years ago when the first revolution com- 


-~menced, blood was then sufficient to make a 


river and there were enough human bones to 
construct a mountain. A republic was establish- 
ed which was no easy task. We thought that 
upon the establishment of the republic despotic 
practices would disappear and the people would 
enjoy uninterrupted peace. Unexpectedly, to- 
day, the public servants are committing unspeak- 
able crimes, one after another. They borrow 
foreign money without our knowledge and sell 
public property for their own benefit. They 
keep up the civil trouble between north and 
south. But we four hundred million people, 
owners of the land, dare not make a single 
protest, and they are deliberately throwing away © 
our rights. How can we feel happy on sucha 
miserable occasion? The country shall soon 
lose its independence. Why is it that no plan 
is being devised to save it?” 

Another leaflet explaining why the bread 
was distributed stated. ‘ Today is the National 
Holiday. All. the officials and officers, big and 
small, wear orders of merit, eat big dinners, 
enjoy themselves with their concubines, and ride 
in huge automobiles. They care not for the

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people. We students cannot dream of such 
good times. We prefer to befriend our poor 
brethern. Weare giving away bread to celebrate 
the occasion.” 

The militarists brand as a Bolshevik move- 
ment the circulation of these leaflets and the 


- distribution of bread, and call the students who 


were responsible for them Bolsheviks. Such a 
sweeping condemnation of an innocent attempt 
to show sympathy with the poor and to explain 
to the public the present condition in the 
country is regarded by many as inadvisable. It 
gives Bolshevism a good introduction to the 
Chinese community. That Bolshevism may be 
born out of constant reference to the harmless 
school boys as its advocate there is little doubt. 

In the meantime the students are trying to 


- convince the authorities that they are not advo- 


cating Bolshevik ideas. They say their present 
movement is for the good of the country and 
people. That they desire the establishment of 
a real civilian rule to rescue China from destruc- 
tion. Their protestation however serves no 
useful turn, for the authorities appear to have 
decided to discredit them by associating them 
with Bolshevism whereby they hope to alienate 
foreign sympathy with these youthful aspirants 
irrespective of the danger that may result from 


tactics. 


_ There are however other reasons why: Bol- 
shevism may break out. One of them is the 
continuation of chaos within the nation.’ On 
account of it, the people are suffering bitterly 
from the depreciation of currency, robbery, mur- 


ders, the devastation of their homes and districts 


now by the northern soldiers and then by the 


southern soldiers. They are being cheated by 


creedy officials and bullied by powerful : military 
men. Industry and commerce under such con- 
ditions cannot fare any better. The country is 
groaning under a debt of more than a billion 
dollars. More loans will have to be made. 
Money will be secured for the repayment by 
imposing heavier taxes upon the people. 

Out of this chaos, a few unscrupulous, 
dishonest and unpatriotic officials are burstin 
into full prominence, lining their pockets with 
squeeze, purchasing landed property here and 
there, and taking possession of the best mines 
in the country. Although they are being 
criticised incessantly, they are turning a deaf 
ear to such curses. The people are anxious to 
know the measure to get rid of their present 
oficialdom. What is that measure? 

Another reason is the attempt to suppress 
popular activities such as the shooting of three 
innocent men by General Ma Liang in Shan- 
tung, the prevention of Tientsin students from 
parading the streets on the National Holiday, 
the Police Commission’s effort to obtain per- 
mission for the declaration of martial law, the 
imprisonment of the people’s delegates to urge

The people as a rule yield to persuasion rather 
than to force. The present policy is wrong. 
They don’t like it. It may bring bolshevism 


_to China. 


While the unscrupulous are prosperous, 
those who are properly qualified to have a voice 
in the government are precluded from participa- 
tion and even find it difficult to earn a living 
decently. Here is the third reason why it is 


believed that Bolshevism is in the making. 
Wholesale or systematic injustice is bound to 


bring general readjustment. Such readjustment 


- means that this class of discontented men will 


seek a way by which justice for them is obtained. 
On the one hand this group of intellectual men 
are ready to secure justice themselves. On the 
other hand there is a large mass of wholly 


‘ignorant persons who have been oppressed for 


ages and to whom justice has been seldom given. 
Forming the backbone of the nation, they con- 


stitute a force uncontrollable once they are 


made to feel that they are being unjustly treated. 

If a’ further reason is needed, it is 
the state of mind of the troops that is not 
reassuring to a government which does not 


pay them for four or five months in succes-_ 


sion. Even if the Government pays them 
regularlv in nominal times, their commanding 
officers usually delay rations for a month or two 
in order to make some interest. This and 
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other injustice has bred discontent throughout 
the ranks and frequent reports of mutiny in- 
dicate their revolutionary trend. | 


Nothing should however be left undone in 


preventing Bolshevism from coming to China. 
‘Bolshevism is too destructive, too violent, and 


too ruthless for this country. Ifit breaks out 
corrupt officials are the first to suffer but good 
men will suffer no less.. The immediate settle- 
ment of the differences between north and south, 
the reform of the administration, the appointment 
to office of more worthy men, the elimination of 
corrupt and unjust practices, the smashing of 
militarism, these and similar measures only can 
stop it. 


At a Cabinet meeting last week several 
officials, conservative though they are, objected 
to some authorities who are bungling the student 
problem and advocated peaceful measures to 
solve it. They hold the key to the solution of | 
a part of the present situation. Unless all those 
who have something to do with the government 
carry out their suggestion and in addition mete 
out justice where justice is due, it is hard to 
arrest the tragic drift of events towards the— 
what?

Exterritoriality and the 
New Nations 


S a result of the Great War, many new states 
in Europe have been born. Most of 

them appear to be anxious to have treaty relations 
with China. Among them are the Jugo-Slavs, 
the Czecho-Slovak Republic and Poland. “The 
first two have not yet formerly approached the 
Chinese Government,” said the present Acting 
Prime Minister, General Chin Yun-peng in an 
interview given to a representative of the Review 
a fortnight ago, but it is understood that they 
have unofficially already initialed a discussion of 
the advisability to conclude treaties with China. 
When the European situation is improved, . 
formal negotiations will commence. Negotia- — 
tions between China and Bolivia, according toa 
press dispatch from Peking, are now proceedin 
in Tokio for the conclusion of a lomimevead 
treaty on lines similar to those of the Chinese 
Swiss treaty. Chinais reported to stand firm 
on the question of extraterritoriality, which she 
will never concede in any new treaty with any 
nation in the world, having tasted its bitterness 
once and being unwilling to taste it again, so say 
her officials in control of state affairs.

between China and new or old nations would be 
based absolutely on equality, reciprocity, fairness 
and justice. This is the new policy of the 
Chinese Government which is endorsed by all its 
public servants. This policy was put to a test 
when the Greek Government in the course of 
negotiations of a commercial treaty requested 
that a clause be therein inserted providing for 
‘ the enjoyment by Greek subjects in Chinese 
territory of the right of extraterritoriality as 
enjoyed by subjects or citizens of the other 
treaty nations. In reply the Chinese Minstry 
of Foreign Affairs stated that while permitting 


Greece to have commercial relations with China | 


it could never grant to her subjects the privilege 
of extraterritoriality. 
adoption of a modern judicial system in China to 
supersede the ancient Oriental judicial system 


which prevailed in this country formerly when 


China first came into contact with the Western 
Powers. The Greek representative was also told 
that it would be inconsistant for China even to 
consider his request whilst her representatives in 
Paris were doing their utmost to get extrater- 
ritoriality abolished. There is very little or no 
chance for an existing non-treaty nation to secure 
extraterritoriality from China, and even less 


The reason given was the 


chance for a newly created state. These new 
states have come into existence in consequence of 
a war which was expressly fought in order to 
make democracy safe for the world. Democracy 
does not tolerate extraterritoriality. Any new 
State created under its auspices in the opinion 
of the Chinese, forfeits its right to existance if it 
asks from China extraterritoriality the eventual 
abolition of which is receiving the attention of 
level-headed foreign diplomats. 


It may be of interest for those who are 
still seeking the extraterritorial privilege from 
China to know that at the end of December, all 
the Japanese consuls and Consuls-General in 
China will meet at the Japanese Legation in 
Peking to consider the question of the abolition 


_ of extraterritoriality. 


_ This conference would have been held in 
June had it not been for a new political develop- 
ment. The Japanese, according to the Chinese 
judicial authorities, prefer to deal with the 
Chinese without the protection of extraterritoria- 
lity. They usually can secure redress of any 
wrong in the Chimese courts much quicker than 
in their own consular courts. The Russians are 


realizing this advantage of directly dealing with

the Chinese. A few months ago, a prominent 
Russian merchant having a legal case with a 
Chinese inquired of his Consul whether he would 
have any objection to his taking up this case in 
the Chinese court. The reply was that he had 
no objection. The following views of Charles 
Denby, formerly U. S. Consul-General at 
Shanghai as expressed in an article by him on 
“The Principle and Practice of Extraterritoriality 
in China,” will further show the undesirable 
feature of extraterritoriality ; although China 
must completely reform her judiciary and train 
better judges before extraterritoriality is to be 


totally abolished: 


“ Residents in China who have no occasion 
to give much thought to these things are 


- inclined to have an exaggerated regard for the 


exterritorial provisions of the treaties as the 
basis of protection in their business and social 
relations. It is certain, however, when the 
exterritorial provisions were placed in the Treaty 
of 1844 between the United States and China, 
the first treaty in which exterritoriality was 


distinctly postulated, that the American negotia- 


tors as well as the Chinese had no suspicion of 
the extent to which this provision was to go. 
They did not regard China then as they do now 
as a possible place of permanent residence for 
foreigners ; as a country of enormously increasing 
commercial development; as a country in which 
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under exterritoriality we were to find ourselves 
hampered at every turn. And it is this feature 
of exterritoriality which is the main purpose of 
this article. 


“What do we find to-day? The merchant 
who regarded the treaty port as his asylum and 
the exterritorial jurisdiction of his Government 
as his shield now finds himself no longer content 
to remain in the treaty port and to do business 
through his compradore. His business extends 
to the confines of the country; he becomes 
daily more directly in touch with the market 
throughout a continent. His representatives 
travel everywhere taking with them the protec- 
tion of exterritoriality but far removed from any 


tribunal which could apply the same. The | 


missionary has entirely outgrown exterritoriality ; 
his mission stations are numerous, his consuls 
are few. In many cases he can neither sue nor 
be sued in treaty form without a voyage of great 
distance to some consular post. In return 
we find that he has the right to acquire property 
everywhere; he travels everywhere. His protec- 
tion is as efficacious as though the Consul 
accompanied him. This movement is bound to 
extend. We are bound to feel more and more 
as time goes by that our exterritoriality and our 
treaty ports are handicaps which we carry 


around with us. We are going to feel more and | 


more that if we could get in direct touch with 
these markets we could afford not to sacrifice 
but to materially modify the practice of our 
exterritoriality. It is stated even to-day that 
there are subjects of a certain power who regard 
with satisfaction these bonds which we still carry 
and who themselves overleap them and do 


business in the field outside of the barriers 


behind which we willingly remain.”

Charts of the latest survey of the Hankow- harbor 
and its vicinity have just been issued and the maps are 
very nicely printed. [hey can be obtained from the 
Harbor Master’s or the District River Inspector’s 
office in Hankow at the price of $2 for a whole set. 

An asbestos mine of the best quality is reported to 
have recently been discovered by the natives in Ku- 
cheng in Hupeh. The asbestos of this mine is com- 
posed of very long fibers.

Chow Yin-chieh, a member of the Ministry of 
Interior Affairs and a native of Hupeh, has been 
appointed by the Peking government as the Superin- 
tendent of Customs and Commissioner of Foreign 
Affairs at Ichang.

The meteorological station of the October 1 troop 


of Hankow Boy Scouts under the supervision of © 


Stanley V. Boxer gave the following weather report 
for the month of September last: Fine} weather, 
except for break at end of the month. A new solar 
thermometer has been installed, but comparison with 
last year is impossible as only half a months record is 
available. Next month we shall add minimum glass 
temperature readings which will be of value to 
horticulturists. 


Chang Kuo-yin, a member of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Commerce, Peking, accompanied by 
two agricultural and forestry experts, is at present 
visiting this center on a tour of inspection. The 
Ministry is now at woik on a plan for the introduction 
of modern farming methods to Chinese farmers and the 
visitors have arranged a series of simple and interesting 
lectures on agriculture and forestry to be delivered at 
the principle stations on the Peking Hankow Railway 
as thev proceed for the North. 


The presence of government troops in Shasi, 
Hupeh, is causing great trouble to people there. 
Though nominally in the pay of the government, they 
have been paid by the merchants for several months. 
The people are compelled to do this duty, for they are 
threatened with mutiny among the troops which will 
interfere with peace and order in that place. The 
government troops in the vicinity of Changsha, too, 
have their arrears paid by the Changsha Chamber of 
Commerce who did this to save looting. 


The suspension of hostilities in Europe has 
brought about the revival of the export of sesamum 
seed in China, fresh demands being developed in 
England, France, Italy and Belgium. The pre-war 
export of this produce from China reached 2,000,000 
piculs a year valued at almost Ts. 10,000,000. Of 
the latter amount more than one half was shipped from 
Hankow. Last year Hankow had an especially bad 


_ year, only 234,000 piculs having been shipped from 


Hankow, almost one tenth of the pre-war export of 
Hankow. The poor prospect of the sesamum crop in 
Central China this year coupled with increased demand 
from abroad has caused a strong market in sesamum 
seed. The new crop in Hupeh is now quoted at 


Hankow, October 18, 1919.

~Who’s Who in China 


Mr. Cc. Cc. Nieh. 
(& BM) 


October 25, 1919 


Mr. C. C. Nieh, who last Sunday organised the Great 
China Cotton Mill and ts noted for his activities as a mill 
organiser, educationalist and philanthropist, was born in 
1880 in Changsha, Hunan. His father was His Excel- 
lency Nieh Chih-kuei, Taotai of Shanghai and Governor 


of Kiangsu and Chekiang Provinces. Governor Nieh, it 


will be remembered, was the first man in China to build 
iron clad ships and 12 inch guns, while acting as director 
of the Kiangnan Arsenal. Mr. Nich’s maternal grand-— 


father was Marquis Tseng, China’s famous statesman. 


When only two years old, Mr. Nich was brought to 
Shanghai by his family. Like sons of all Chinese high 
officials at that time, Mr, Nich was educated under private 
tutorage together with his five brothers and four sisters. 
His studies in English subjects were very much limited 
as he devoted only an hour or so daily to them. He took 
lessons under Miss M. Lawrence of Hangchow and 
several Chinese teachers, but his studies did not last more 
than two years. Nevertheless, Mr. Nieh pursued his 
courses in engineering, electrical and chemical engineer- 


ing, without teachers and to-day he is considered not only 


an efficient engineer but also one of the best English 
Speaking Chinese orators in the country. 

While only a young man of 25, Mr. Nieh gathered 
together his influential friends and purchased the Heng 
Foong Cotton Mill in Yangtszsepoo. The mill, which had 
15,000 spindles, was being run at aloss. To reorganise 
the plant was indeed an uphill fight, but Mr. Nieh, after 
persistent hard labor, succeeded in showing a profit on 
the balance sheet by the end of the sixth year of sts re- 
organisation. To-day the Heng Foong Cotton Mill 1s 
giving employment to 1,300 people and°is capitalised at 
71s. 1,000,000. Expansion of the mill is also under way. 
Twenty thousand more spindles are being installed and 
the work of extention is to be completed early next year. 
The mill claims to have the largest number of students 
sent abroad with scholarships which it provides, Jt main- 
tains ten scholarships in the Technical College, Nantung- 
chow, two in France and two more in the United States 
and is planning ta send more to England and France in 
the future. It also maintains a school within the mill, 
administered by two superintendents educated in Japan. 

Mr. Nieh is interested in three other cotton mills, the 
Dah Sung of Tungchow, the Dah Sung of Chungming 
and the Anglo-Chinese Cotton Mill of Shanghai. In 1918 
Mr. Nich organised the Chinese Cotton Mill Owners’ 
Association and was made its first chairman, and was 
responsible for the organisation of the Cotton Improve- 
ment Committee. He is also a commitice man of the 
Cotton Mill Owners’ Association organised by foreigners. 

On the return visit to the Pacific Commercial Com- 
mission tn 7915, Mr. Nieh served as the Vice-chairman of 
the Chinese Commercial Commission that toured the 
United Slates. Mr. Nieh is instrumental in inviting 
American cotton experts to visit China and act as her 
technical advisors. As a result of his efforts, two have 
already made short sojourns in China and one of them, 
Mr. Griffin, is coming back to remain here permanently. 
For the work of improving the China cotton industry Mr. 
Nieh is co-operating with the agricultural department of 
the University of Nanking. He believes in the utilisation 
of colleges for the development of all kinds of industry. 

Mr. Nieh is an ardent advocate for the establishment 
of Vocational Educational Schools and was one of the 
founders of the Vocational Educational School, West 
Gate, which has proved to be a great success, attracting 
sutdents from all parts of the country. 
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Mr. Nieh ts now organising a larger school of the 
same nature. It will be equipped with a complete cotton 
mill, foundry and workshop. He is compaigning for 
capital and will run the school and mill as a business pro- 
position. It is the aim of Mr. Nieh to make it not only a 
self-supporting institution, but also a profitable business 
establishment. The plan of the mill is to employ none 
but students of the school, which will require three hours’ 
study daily. The students will work six hours. The 
school will provide for food, lodging, laundry and medical 
attention. While no wages will be paid, the good workers 
will be given a bonus at the end of the year. Absolute 
scientific management will be introduced. The staf will 
consist of technical graduates from American and Chinese 
Colleges and graduates who specialise in business admin- 
istration. 

It ts the general complaint against students from 
technical schools that they are not practical on account of 
their lack of manual training. Itisexpected that students 
from this new school will overcome this difficulty. 

As a firm believer in factory efficiency, 
has been paying particular attention to the health of the 
workers. He believes in the short hour system and is 
combatting other sills in Shanghai tn an effort to intro- 
duce the eight-hour day. At present, the working day is 
2 hours long. In fact, Mr. Nieh is building dormitories 
in the neighborhood of hits mill to overcome ihe time 
losses in changing shifts and if the school’s adoption of 
the short hour system proves to be satisfactory, the cight 
hour day may be introduced generaliy. Mr. Nieh hopes 
to prove to the public that by working fewer hours, the 
workmen give higher efficiency, cause less waste aiid im- 
crease production and to convince capitalists in Chine that 
the adoption of the system is profitable to them and not 
against their interests. 

Besides his professional work, Mr. Nich ts identified 
with many educational, philanthpopic, religious and social 
service organisations. He became a Methodist 
in 1914 together with Mrs. Nieh. Mrs. Nich passed away 
two and half years ago. Mr. Nieh has been connected 
with the Y.M.C.A. for about 12 years, serving on 
various committees and as director for the last three 
years. He is also treasurer-director of the National 
Committee, Y¥. M,C. A. Mr. Nieh ts also serving on the 
Shanghai Municipal Educational Committee and as a 
member of the advisory committee of the Chi Ming, 
McTyiere and Chi Hsueh Girls’ Schools and director of 
Futan College. Among other offices, Mr. Nich holds 
the Chiness Cotton Mull Qwners’ Association, He was 
first chairman of the Society for Construciive Endeavor 
and a member of the A. B. C. Club. 

A firm believer in Count Tolstot, Mr. Nieh is himself 
named after him. He proposes to carry out the precepts 
of Tolstdi and intends to abandon his palatial house on 
Wayside Road und live in a modest building in the 
Yangtszepoo District next year. He says that the curse 
of modern ci: ilisation ts luxury. 

Mr. Nieh translated a book on wireless tele graphy. in 
1901 and is now working on a translation of the sayings 
of Tolstoi, of which one-third has already been finished! 
Mr. Nieh has one son, Mr. Nieh Kwan-kwen who left 
last Summer for the United States. Mr. Nieh’s farewell. 
message to his son was‘ I will give you a good education, 
but do not expect a cent from my fortune.” Mrs. Nich 
lept a valuable collection of jewelry, which Mr, Nieh has 
sold ; and the proceeds were entrusted to a board of trustees 
to carry out philanthropic work.

Are the Japanese Supplying Amunition 
to Mexico? 

According to the San Francisco papers for Septem- 
ber 11, officials of the U.S. Goverment have discovered 
that the Japanese secretly have been supplying the 
Mexicans, both Federal and Rebels alike, with rifles and 
amunition since 1912. In this period more than 200 
citizens of the the United States have been killed in 
Mexico, According to the information which is said 
to have originated with a prominent American official 
in Japan, the Japanese Goverment has sanctioned the 
shipments of munitions to Mexico and that practically 
every Japanese ship bound for the United States carries 
small cargoes of munitions which are labeled as 
“machinery.” The parcels are not landed at San 
Francisco or Seattle but are trans-shipped to other — 
Japanese ships which touch at Mexican ports. In 
order to assist in bringing about ‘peace among Mexico’s 
contending factions the American Goverment has 


maintained a strict embargo of munitions from the’

approximately a half million dollars for the purchase of 
preperty in Shanghai and the construction of a modern 
school of intermediate and high school grade. It is 
understood that more than half of the required funds 
have been raised, the plan providing for three fourths 
~ of the money to be raised in America and the balance in 
China. The school is now located in temporary quarters 
on North Szechuen Road, Shanghai. The school has 
since its inception been under the management of the 
various American mission boards,* but last year the 
Board of Managers was reorganized to provide for half 
control by representatives from the American business 
community in Shanghai.

Of the American vessels authorized by the 1916 
program, some of which were held over by the war, 
there have been contpleted nineteen war vessels of the 
dreadnaught type. There are ten dreadnaughts and six 
battle cruisers on the way at the present time and 
twenty-three ways capable of building battleships are 
occupied at this time. : 

Naval officials estimate that most of the ships 
authorized in the 1916 program will have been ceom- 
pleted by next year and all of them by the summer of 
1921. This will give the United States forty-one first 
class dreadnaughts, twenty-one battleships of the second 
class, six battle cruisers, ten scout cruisers, 400 destro- 
yers, and 181 submarines, nine of the latter being fleet 
submarines and the remainder intended for coast defense. 

The first of the new battle cruisers, a composite of 
the heavily armored dreadnaught and the speedier battle 
cruiser of the old type, is now on the way. These 
vessels will have a speed of thirty-three and one-half

The Far East is attracting the attention of business 
men of the United States and they are making every 
effort to trade intelligently with the Orient, J. Harold 
Dollar, president of the American Chamber of Com- 
merce, declared upon his return from America this 
week. Investigators in all lines of business are being 
sent to the Far East as fast as transportation is available, 


Mr. Dollar said.

Mr. Dollar also stated that the American School 
campaign in the United States has been successful and 
that if Shanghai is able to raise its quota there will be 
no quesyuon about the aid from America. 

As Vice-president of the Robert Dollar Company, 
Mr. Dollar announced the plans of the company in 
Shanghai, which include a seven story office building 
on Canton Road, adjoining the Union Building, of 
steel, concrete and granite, the building of a two story 
godown of reinforced concrete, another of one story 
steel construction, and an increase wharfage of 450 
feet at Pootung, making a modern freight terminal. 

An increased number of ships will be operated by 
the Robert Dollar Company between the United States 


and the Far East, Mr. Dollar asserted, including two 


Steamers from Singapore to New York including Far 
Eastern ports, four steamers from San Francisco to _ 
Manila, via Shanghai, and the construction of four 14,- 
000 ton steamers, carrying at least 125 passengers, 
which will be operated between Vancouver, Seattle, 
Japan, China, and the Philippines.

During the past twenty years in China there have 
been about thirteen kinds of styles of Chinese women’s 
dress. 
of border used on the garment and the method used in 
making it. 
to the kind of border on the dress. 
years ago the dresses were trimmed with a very wide 


border of about six inches and the material used was | 


chiefly black silk. At this time the dress was very 
large and long, with big sleeves and a low collar. The 
buttons used were long and simple. Five years later 
sleeveless jackets were used with a narrow colored silk 
border. ‘The cloth used in the trousers of the Chinese 
women’s dress is usualiy not the same ‘color of 
material. Dark blue silk is used extensively for the 
trousers and a lighter shade tor the coat, which about 
fifteen years ago was the most stylish. About nine 
years ago the style of the border was changed into three 
lines and the buttons used on the coat were looped 
cords into a round design. Seven years ago the border 
was like the middie part of the Dragon bones and 
curved designs were used. From this time on the 
designs of the border have become fancier and designed 
on narrower lines. 
of course, been introduced by the returned students 
and these styles are neither foreign or Chinese and the 
combination looks a bit queer and out of place. 

The most fashionable style of to-day is a whole 


suit of bright colored silk embroidered all around the — 


edges with beautiful flowers or vines. In winter white 
soft fur (like ermine) will be sewed around the edge of 
the upper dress and the skirt.

As They See It In London. 
From the ‘London China Express’’ 

A member of the Chinese Peace Delegation, in 
the course of a recent interview with a press representa- 
tive, said that China, by. her participation in the war 
against Germany, had won nothing but the privilege of 
sending her delegates to Paris to sign a Treaty which 
stipulated that Japan should take the place of Germany 
in China. Naturally sucha privilege did not com- 
mend itself to the Chinese nation. Moreover, the | 
decision of the Conference did not transfer any rights 


of Germany to Japan, but the rights of a weaker Ally 


to a stronger Ally; for by accepting China’s abrogation 
of Germany’s rights the Allies recognised that the 
former Germany rights had sutomatically lapsed, 
China was thereby made worse off than ever; for, 
although Japan may be just as ambitious as Germany, 
after all, Germany was far away, and could not take 
full advantage of her privileges in Shantung to do 
harm, while Japan is near by and is already in posses- 
sion of Dalny, Port Arthur and Korea. If Japan is 


permitted to retain these rights in Shantung she will 


soon be able to render Peking impotent. China’s very 
existence as a nation will be immediately threatened. 
Any clear observer of the situation in the Far East can 
easily see this. The Chinese people realised the 
danger and the opposition to the Peace Treaty, there- 
fore was so strong that the Chinese Delegates could 
not possibly sign it. 


Discussing recent events in Korea and the part 
played by Japan in that country in a. long article 
contributed to The East and the West. Bishop Trol- 
lope remarks that only a churl would deny that the 
last decade has witnessed a great improvement in the 
means of communication in Korea, or that life and 
property are, on the whole, much safer than of yore, 
Indeed, the administration of Korea is a monument of 
that bureaucratic “efficiency” which is the joy of the 
Japanese mind, but which is apt to be something of a 
nightmare to the average Anglo-Saxon, who finds it, 
therefore, somewhat difficult to estimate all this at 
what is possibly its true value and who is moreover, 
haunted by an uncomfortable suspicion that an equally 
good case might be made out for the German adminis- 
tration of Alsace-Lorraine or the Province of Posen. 
That there is this other side to the question is patent 
from the fact that, in March of this year, after nearly 


nine years of the new regime, practically the whole 


population of Korea broke out into open revolt against 
a system of government which its supporters would 
probably describe as a beneficent despotism, but which 
the Koreans plainly regard as an intolerable tyranny. 
Probably says the Bishop, only the hotter heads among 
the Koreans really expected to get their claim for 
independence considered by the Paris Conference, 
while the more sober spirits were content to hope that 
their protest might lead to the softening of some of the 
harsher aspects of the administration and to the in- 
troduction of a little sympathy and considerateness 
into its methods. In any case it looks as though 
Japan has got an Ireland on its hands—only it is an 
Ireland of nearly twenty million souls, and an Ireland 
without an Ulster.

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Ministry of Communications two years ago sought to 
standardize railway engineering and mechanics. In 
consequence the Commission on Railway Technics 
was formed in January of 1918. It is hoped by the 
Chinese communication authorities that within the 
period of one year this Commission, with the assistance 
of these foreign advisers which they believe will be 
rendered in a disinterested and broad-minded spirit will 
be able to complete the programme now mapped out 
and thus lay the foundation for the unification of the 
Chinese railways in a more practical sense. 

The Commission on Railway Technics is similar 
to the Railway Engineering Association in the United 
States, or the Board of Trade in England as far as 
railway interests are concerned, the International 
_ Engineering Congress in France or the Railway Board 

in Japan. Its importance to the future development 
of railways in this country cannot be slightly estimated. 
Its success will however depend largely upon the will- 
ingness of foreign interests in the Chinese railways to 
cooperate in this reform. : 


_ Advantages from the standardization of railway 
engineering and mechanics will be great and numerous. 
One of them will be the efficiency of transportation 


consequent upon the unobstructed circulation of the ~ 


roiling stock on all the Chinese government railways 
and the relative reduction of spare cars and wagons. 
Another advantage will be convenience afforded to the 
traveling public through the revision and unification 
of passenger and goods traffic which are now on diverse 
Systems peculiar to each line. The third advantage 
will be the economizing of running expenses and the 
maintenance of equipment due to the standardization 
of materials. Other advantages will include the 
facilities for the interchange of railway materials and 
railway employees who have been trained for special 
works, and the accelerating of the speed of trains to 
the great convenience of long distance passengers. 
The Commission since its organization has been 
collecting information from the railways both in China 
and foreign countries on the standardization of railway 
components whereby these enumerated advantages can 
be secured. Information so collected, and written 
views of the civil and chief engineers, the locomotive 


superintendents and the traffic managers of the various — 
Chinese railways which have already been received by 


the Ministry will be placed before the preliminary and 
formal conferences to be called by the Commission for 


comparison and for supplying the basis of discussion. 


Upon the close of their sittings, the conferences will 
make a series of recommendations to the head of the 
Ministry for his approval. The railway specifications 
as recommended will be officially promulgated and all 
the railways in existence, under construction and to be 
constructed, will be required to observe them. The 
Commission Will see to it that there is no violation of 
the standardized specifications. | 

The Commission is divided into four sections, 
namely, General, Civil Engineering, Mechanics and 
Trafic. The General Section deals with the quali- 
fications of railway engineers, their promotions and 
their pay schedule. The Civil Engineering Section 
takes charge of the standardization of bridges, railway 
tracks, roadbeds, tunnels, sleepers, concrete and 
masonry works. The Mechanic Section considers 
such questions as the standardization of locomotives 
and their spare parts, the unification of the rolling 
stock and the fixing of the quality of materials to be 


Carry out this necessary reform then? 
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used for construction work. Traffic Section concerns 
itself with the movement of trains and the standardiza- 
tion of signals and signal appliances. 


Dr. Jime Tien-yu, a great railway builder of 
China, who died eight months ago, was the first Chair- 
man of the Commission. His successor is M. H, Sun, 
Chief Technical Expert of the Ministry of Com- 
munications who has more than twenty years of 
experience in railway construction in China. Yu 
Jen-feng, Co-director and concurrently Chief Engineer 
of the Tientsin Pukow Railway, is the Vice-chairman | 
of the Commission, with Thomas Sze as its General 
Secretary. The members of the Commission include 
N. Q. Hua, who is in charge of the Civil Engineering 
Section; C. S, Liu, in charge of the Traffic Section; E. 


_F. Wei, in charge of the Mechanic Section; and T. 


Chang, in charge of the General Section. Y. C. 
Whang was former Chief of the Traffic Section and 
gave up the charge of it upon his appointment to the 
office of Chief of the Trafic Department. Other 
members are the chief engineers, locomotive superin- 
tendents and traffic managers of the various railways 
in the country. These are called non-residential 


“members inasmuch as they do not give their whole 


time to the work and will only attend conferences 
when they are held in Peking. 


The nationalization of the Chinese railways in 
1911 offered an opportunity for the organization of 
such a commission, and the undertaking of the reform, 
The Japanese railway nationalization in 1906 resulted 


in the standardization of railway specifications, the 


adjustment of differences that had existed in the 
types of the rolling stock and various railway mat- 
erials, the systematizing of train operations on /all the 
main and branch lines, the unification of passenger 
and goods traffic and the general simplification of 
transactions, thereby increasing the efficiency of railway 
service and simultaneously producing more revenue for 
the government. But why is it that China did not 
The answer is 
found in the peculiar conditions under which the 
Chinese railways have been constructed. 


There are altogether fifteen lines running in China 
which compose the system of the Government railways. 
Of these, only one line, namely, the Peking Kalgan, 
was constructed by the Chinese and run by the Chinese, 
whereas the funds for the construction and equipment 
of the other railways were borrowed from foreign 
bankers. As a result, each lending country, as is 
explained in the Statistics of Government Railways for 
1917, “‘ has impressed a certain individuality upon the 
railway equipment manufactured within its borders. 
Under the terms of the various loan agreements in 
China, orders for equipment were placed usually with 
the factories in the nation of the loaning financiers. In 
the absence of contrary specifications, the current 
standards were naturally followed, and the several 
national types have thus been introduced into China.” 


As most of the railways were constructed with 
funds from Europe, the Continental design of locomo- 
tive is predominant in China. The Peking Mukden 
Railway uses the locomotives of the Mogol type. On 
account of the war it has recently purchased some 
Baldwin engines. The northern section of the ‘L'ientsin 
Pukow Railway uses locomotives from Germany bought 
through the Diederichsen Company whilst the southern 
section uses locomotives of the English make built by 
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Ow

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the North British Locomotive Works. French 
engines are drawing trains on the} Peking-Hankow 
Railway. American engines are found on the Peking- 
Kalgan Railway which buys locomotives from the best 
market irrespective of its make. 
_ According to the statistics published by the 
Ministry of Communcations in 1915, of a total of 
6,600 kilometers or about 4,000 miles of railways, 
the three principal trunk lines approximately constitute 
sixty-two per cent. One of these three lines is under 
English, one under Belgian and French, and one 
under Belgian and French, and one under combined 
English and German influence. Out of a total of 
638 locomotives in service on ail lines at that time, 
according to Charles Denby, Special Assistant to the 
American Department of State, only 154 per cent 
were of American design and manufacture, and on the 
English, Belgian and French lines which at that time 
operated 365 locomotives or approximately 60 per 
cent of the total, only eight were of American design 
and manufacture. | 
There is an equal variety of signals used on the 
Chinese railways. The different lines have different 
forms of signals. Even on the lines built with money 
from one foreign country the signals also vary. Take 
the ..Peking-Mukden and the Shanghai-Nanking Rail- 
ways for illustration. They were constructed with 
money supplied by England, and are being operated by 
British engineers with Chinese assistants. The Peking 
Mukden line has adopted the signals used in Australia, 
because Mr. Fuller, who has been its trafic manager 
for more than twenty years, received his railway train- 
ing in Australia. The signals used on the Shanghai- 


Nanking Railway are of the Indian type, because 


Mr. Pope, its former manager, was trained up asa 
railway man in India. It is easy to foresee what a 
confusion will result when it is found necessary to 
transfer the signal men on the Peking-Mukden line to 
the Shanghai-Nanking Railway. 

Disadvantages from the lack of uniformity of 
materials for construction work are likewise apparent. 
The floods in 1917 resulted in the destruction of over 
twenty bridges, three hundred washouts and the 


demolition of miles of the rail on the Peking-Hankow 


line. Being unable to get materials for making repairs 


in China, the railway administration had to place 


orders with an American and an English firm for them. 
It took more then one year for the ordered materials 
to be shipped to China. In the meantime the floods 
recurred and caused more damages to the railway 
property and again interrupted traffic. If the railway 
materials and equipment had been standardized, the 
Peking-Hankow Railway could make necessary repairs 
in a short time by borrowing what is needed in con- 
nection with such repairs from the other lines. 
Having been acquainted with these and other 
disadvantages resultant from the present haphazard 
way of supplying railway equipment and materials 
which are injurious to foreign investors and the Chinese 
equally, representatives in China of the foreign 
syndicates financing the Chinese railways are believed 
to see the need for the existence of the Commission on 
Railway Technics to remedy the defects, and seeing it, 
to be willing to co-operate in all sincerity, as they have 
co-operated in the unification of railway statistics and 
accounts of late. |

The progress in the introduction of modern 
methods for the operation of the railways in China is by 
no means slow. Less than a quarter of a century ago, 
the Chinese were not acquainted with the convenience 


afforded by railways but to-day the Chinese railways. 


are being run efficiently and profitably. That the 


unification of railway statistics and accounts should 


have been quickly followed by the attempt to unify 
railway technics indicates the speed of progress. Both 
Vice-Minister Y. C. Tseng and Y. C. Whang, Chief 


of the Traffic Department, have made a good selection 


of men like C. S. Liu, E. F. Wei, M. H. Sun and 
Whang Pao-nan, all of whom are Western educated, 
to help them in undertaking this much needed reform.

Camphor Situation in China 
THE Camphor tree (Cinnamomum camphora) is a 


native tree of China, Japan and Formosa. It is 
a magnificent tree, very much venerated by the Chinese. 


In China its natural range includes practically all the — 


territory south of the Yangtze. It occurs also in 
Hupeh and Szechuen. 

Camphor wood is becoming more and more scarce, 
especially in Fukien where the trees have been 
ruthlessly cut for the production of camphor. Through- 
out the accessible places of the provinces of Fukien 
and Kwangtung, camphor trees of commercial size are 


found only in sacred spots, where the “ fungshui”’ ideas 


dominate, and in inaccessible places. Inferior woods 
treated with camphor oil are made into imitation 


camphor wood chests, but such chests lose their 
protective power against insects because the oil 
evaporates. 

Some fifteen or more years ago, Fukien no » doubt 
possessed far more camphor trees than Formosa, but 
to-day the camphor industry in that province is almost 
at anend. Between the years 1903-1907, the whole 
of Fukien was overrun by Japanese or natives in 
Japanese employ. These people settled down in the 


' country like a plague of locusts and bought up every 


decent-sized tree they came across. It was reported 
from Foochow that the quantity exported had suddenly 
increased unprecedently (from 264 cwt, in 1902 to 
13,535 cwt. in 1906), but such was only the expiring 
flicker. ‘The Japanese saw that it was only by rapidly 
destroying the industry in Fukien that they could do 
what they pleased with Formosan camphor and thus 
created a camphor monopoly for themselves: It is 
said that the world supply of camphor is now derived 
almost entirely from Formosa. While this may be 
true, no doubt a good deal of Chinese camphor 
produced is being sold as Formosan camphor by the 
Japanese. Kiukiang has been for some time the 


leading port for exporting Kiangsi camphor. It is — 


said that in 1917 in addition to the usual export of 
camphor from that port, a considerable amount of 
camphor oil and camphor oil refuse was also sent away, 
The actual figures are:

Camphor Oil Refuse 1,055 8.00 
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It is impossible to discover how much camphor 
wood is brought down on the rafts from the Kiangsi 
hinterland to Kiukiang, as it is invariably carefully 
concealed to evade the paying of customs duties. The 
lumbermen in Kiukiang maintain that camphor wood 
is becoming scarce. This, may be true, but we can 
safely say that there is still a large territory yet to be 
developed in the southern part of Kiangsi. 

It is reported that large quantities of camphor 
wood are being sent from the Kwangsi and Kweichow 
timber districts to Wuchow and other places, where, 
is some cases, the wood is sold as firewood on account 
of its abundance. In south Hunan trees of large size 
are to be found. There is every reason to believe 
that if the camphor industry should spread to these 
provinces (Kwangtung, Yunnan, Kwangsi, Kweichow, 
‘South Hunan and South Kiangsi) it may develop 
beyond all expectations, 

The situation at present is therefore as follows :-— 

1. The camphor industry in the province of 
Fukien, which years ago produced the greater portion 
of the world’s supply of camphor, has practically been 
destroyed by Japanese working in cooperation with the 
corrupt officials in that province. : 

2. Many camphor trees still occur in the already 
depleted districts but such camphor trees have been 
preserved principally on account of the fungshui ideas. 


3- There is no doubt that many camphor trees 
are still to be found in the mountainous or partly 


inaccessible places in the southern half of Fukien and 
of Chekiang. | 


4. Camphor trees must occur very abundantly 
in Southern Hunan, Southern Kiangsi, Kweichow, 
Kwangtung, Kwangsi and Yunnan but the camphor 
industry in these regions is undeveloped and is no 
doubt awaiting properly organized capital to develop 
it.——China Bureau of Public Information. 


Rosenfeld’s Weekly Cotton Market Report 
China Cotton :—Barring occasional reactions, we 
had a strong bull market all the week, accompanied by 
quite a revival in speculation, and at the close last night 
an average net advance of a half a tael was recorded, 
with sentiments almost unanimous in favor of much 
higher prices. Farmers large and small, and specula- 
tors of all sizes and conditions, seem to have become 
imbued with the idea of very high prices for cotton as 
a resule of the combination of a famine crop and 
record consumption, and all are buying cotton regard- 
less of what the actual facts may prove to be. In the 
_ face of such a speculative mania it would seem almost 
useless to try to argue against the tide of opinion. 


Nevertheless, and while the controversy as to the 
size of the crop is no nearer an end than it was two 
weeks ago, the evidence is accumulating in favor of 
large figures in consequence of the brilliant weather for 
maturation which the crop has had for the last three 
weeks. Owing to the present high rate in “Exchange” 
prices must at least decline four taels a picul before 
export is possible, and it is a noteworthy record for the 
China cotton trade that this is the first season in its 
history that Japan is out of our market completely, and 
from authentic information to hand will be so for many 
months to come, in consequence of her heavy purchases 
in India, amounting to almost three times that com- 
pared with last season.

Commercial and Financial Notes 
Congress has been asked for legislation which 
will make wireless telegraphy, whether between ship 
and shore trans-ocean, or international, a Government | 
monopoly, by the United States Navy Department. 
Articles of incorporation of the British Chamber of 
Commerce in the United States have been approved by 
Justice Gay of the U. S. Supreme Court. The object 


_ of the new chamber is to encourage trading between 


America and the British Empire. 

The Deutsch Bank, which is understood to re- 
present the German Government and the proposed 
Kartel of seven big private German banks, and the 
Reichsbank, to refinance Germany, is reported to have 
opened negotiations with New York banks for huge 
credits, beginning with six to ten millions sterling. 

There is a good demand for laundry soap in the 
Straits Settlements, even though large quantities are 
manufactured locally and sold cheap, according to 
issue of Commerce 
No import duty is levied on this article and 
the value of soap imports for 1918 amounted to 
approximately $1,000,000, 

The annual general meeting of shareholders in 
the Shanghai Pahang Rubber Estate, Ltd., was held 
Tuesday. Reports submitted showed an increase of 
144 acres planted and a decrease in the crop estimated. 

A. Prince, M, Speelman and E. A. Measor 
were elected directors of the company. A balance of 
Tls. 9,825,14 was carried forward by a vote of the 
directors. 

An American provision firm, according toa recent 
issue of Commerce Reports, states that it has a client 
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in Tientsin, China, who is in a position to supply 
large quantities of beef, eggs, poultry, potatoes and 
various other products to the United States, but the 
lack of vessels plying the Pacific with proper refrigera- 


tion space presents the only obstacle to the importation 
of perishable foods. 


Association .of foreign exchange bankers have 
appointed acommittee to devise a remedy for the 
exchange situation, according to an American Chamber 
of Commerce of London, report. The committee is 
headed by a representative of the National City Bank, 
and includes representatives of the Hanover Mechanic 


and Metal Equitable Trust Union of Canada and the 


- National Bank of South Africa. 


According to an announcement of U. S. S. Post 
Office Department at Washington on September 4, the 
weight limit for parcels post packages from the United 
States to ports and cities on railroads in China: has 
been increased from 11 to 22 pounds. The new 
regulation which became effective on September 15, 


provides also for an increase of size of the parcels to 


84 inches in length and girth combined. 

United States bankers deprecate reports that 
America is prepared to lend huge sums to all European 
countries. Domestic demand for capital, both from 
the government and from business, are abnormally 
large, according to their reports, and it is felt that the 
capital needs of both America and Europe must be 
figured down to irreducible minimum, and loans 
allocated according to a carefully arranged plan. 

Net profits of Yen 26,059,960 were announced 
for the half year ending June 30, 1919, at a meeting 
of the directors of the Osaka Shosen Kabushiki Kaisha 
steamship line. Compared with the six months pre- 
vious the net profits showed a decrease of Yen 
25,280,985. The company’s records show 15! 
steamers in operation having an. aggregate tonnage of 
380,892. A decrease in cargo and the sudden fall of 
freight rates are given as the cause for the shrinkage 
in net profits. The company has total liabilities and 
assets to the amount of Yen 138,629,160.51. 

It is obvious that automobiles can not be sold in 
Chinese cities unless these cities have roads on which 
motor ¢afs can operate, a recent note of the Far 


Eastern Division of the United States Bureau of - 


Foreign and Domestic Commerce declares in a recent 
issue of Commerce Reports. The results already 
obtained, however, the note states, in localities having 
good roads, have caused the suggestion to be made in 
China that a combination of motor car companies 
might advance capital to the provincial governments to 
be used in road construction. 


The financing bill of Senator Edge of New Jersey | 


which will enable the establishment of one or more 
companies with a capitalization of $100,000,000 to 
finance foreign purchases, has passed the United States 
Senate with one amendment which ‘éfeates a double 
liability for share-holders in corporations organized 
under this act. The Treasury Department and the 
Federal Reserve Board are understood to be supporting 
the act.

Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Peinlo) Line 


The Kaifengfu-Honanfu (Pienlo) Railway often called the 
Lunghai and Pienlo Line connects the main Shanghai-Tientsin 
lines with the Peking-Hankow line. It is 115 miles long and 


was financed principally by Franco-Belgian capital. 


This line joins the Peking-Hankow Railway at Chenchow and” 
an extension to Hsuchowfu on the Shanghai-Nanking-Tientsin 


line is contemplated. The line is franchised and has a capital 
of Mex. $17,270,595 of which Mex,$17,182,006 is paid up. 


- The franchise for its construction was granted to the Compagnie 


Generale des Chemins de fer et Tramways de Chine. 260 
miles of extension to Sianfu was originally granted to two 
Chinese provincial companies. The first Section of 115 miles 
was redeemed by the Chinese Central Government in 1914. 


The amovnt at credit for the cost of the railway was Mex. 
$16,537,779 and of this sum Mex. $16,300,117 has already 
been disbursed. Passenger receipts for the first five years 
working were: Mex. $273.489; $303,960; (No record) ‘ 
$482,097 ; $537,313. Freight rare in 1911 and 1912 were 
Mex. $261,348; and Mex. $274,960, and in 1914 and 1915

Fifteen million pairs of silk stockings, the product 
of the American forests, were sent out of the United 
States last year to compete with the product of the 
Oriental silk worm, according to a recent issue of the 
San Francisco Daily Journal of Commerce. So success- 
fully have American chemists and manufacturers 
entered into competition with the silk worm that the 
value of exported “ wood fibre” silk from the United 
States in 1918 was $2,339,000 and in 1919 $7,677,- 
000. The process of converting the wood fibre into 
the silk substitute is comparatively simple and in- 
expensive and a shortage of silk during the war lead to 
the rapid increase of its use in manufacturing. 

The gross profits of the Yokohama Specie Bank 


_ for the half-year ending June 30, 1919, as announced

The depreciation of 
the Finnish mark owing to large imports and small 
exports has turned the trade of that country to Ger- 
many because of a _ corresponding value of the 
currency. Air routes on a commercial basis are 


already established permanently in Germany, services 


now operating between Berlin, Weimar, Frankfort, 
Leipsic, Warnemunde, Hanover, Westphalia, Ham- 
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burg and. Breslau’ by the. Deutsche Lufterhederei, a 
combination of German aeronautical firms, Passen- 
gers, mails and parcels are carried and bookings are 
made through the offices of the Hamburg-Americka 
Line. Reports of wholesale purchases of German 
metal products for immediate export to England have 
been made. 


«Our Western Front of Commerce” has been 
announced as the theme of the annual meeting of the 
Foreign Trade Council of America, which is to be 
held in San Francisco, May 12 to 15, 1920. A 

special effort is being made to obtain a representation 
. of business men from China, Japan, India, Ceylon, the 
Straits Settlements, Siberia, Manchuria and the Latin 
countries of the western coast of the Americas. 
The Foreign Trade Council is said to represent 


approximately three-fourths of the invested wealth of 


the United States. Special steamship service from the 
Orient and train service from various parts of the 
United States has been arranged for. “ With the 
attention of thoughtful leaders of industry both in 
America and in the Far East centered on the problem 
of foreign trade development across the Pacific Ocean,” 
an announcement from the Council declares, “ it is 
anticipated that the importance of the convention will 
particularly be impressed upon the leading industrial 
factors who have business relations across the Pacific 


Ocean.”’ 


The impossibility of the United States losing gold 
in any considerable quantity relatively to its entire. 


business is set forth in an interesting study made by 
the Federal Reserve Board of the effects of the gold 
- export embargo imposed by the Government after the 


entry of this country into the war. This shows that _ 


from September 1, 1917, to May 31, 1919, gold 
exports from the United States totalled $109,35 3,256 
against imports amounting to $114,646,788 an excess 
of imports totalling $5,293,532. In the same period 
the silver exports were valued at $414,705,837 and 
silver imports at $1 32,973,248, an excess of exports 


amounting to $281,732,589. Merchandise imported 


into the United States during this period was valued at 
$5,254,852 »§20, and that exported at $11,370;262,698, 
giving a favorable trade balance for the period of 
$6,115,410,178. Therefore, having accumulated the 
greatest siete stock of gold in history, the United 
States has also, through its enormous favorable trade 
balance, a claim which if settled in gold, would draw 
hither most of the remaining free gold in the world. 
With the embargo removed there will be outward ship- 
ments to several countries to which the United States 
owes money on trade balance, but it seems likely that 
for a long time to come these will be greatly offset by 
the aggregate of balances above referred to and others 
likely to accumulate before international commerce 
returns to normal conditions.

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THE format of this anthology makes an unfortunate 


first impression suggesting, say, a text book ot 
analytical geometry rather than a real live volume of 
poetry. A thin scrawny book covered with bilious 
yellow cloth is surely not the best that Shanghai can 
produce. 

When one opens the covers the impression iS Not 

changed. The translator has evidently struggled hard 
to find rhymes and fill out the requisite number of feet 
in each line but he is no poet. The English language 
is twisted and tortured almost out of recognition. In- 
versions and anacoluthz abound, outnumbered only by 
a Bost of uncouth Chinese names. As for the rhythm, 
it is dull and mechanical. 
The illustrative selections from English literature 
are also not so well chosen as might be expected. 
They seem to be mostly taken from Gibbon, Shelley, 
and Omar Khaym. One of the two passages from 
Shakespeare is misquoted. 

Yet the book has a value; it serves, however 
imperfectly, to introduce the English speaking feader 
to the rich fields of poetry belonging to this people 
among whem we live. Really to know them we 
must know something of thew lwerature. The lyrics 
of Li Po and Tu Fu are indeed gems ; only in their 
English setting they need to be cut more skilfully 
and polished more diligently. |
